INSTALLING BATTERIES 

You can power the recorder using two 
AAA batteries (not supplied). For the best 
performance and longest life, we recom- 
mend RadioShack alkaline batteries. 

Follow these steps to Install the batteries. 

1. Remove the battery compartment 
cover by sliding it in the direction of 
the arrow. 

2. Insert batteries In the compartment 
as indicated by the polarity symbols 
{+ and -) marked Inside. 
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Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended 
type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries 
(standard, alkaline, or recharge- 
able), or rechargeable batteries of 
different capacities.

USING AN EARPHONE 

For private listening, plug an optional ear- 
phone with a Vs-inch (3.5-mm) plug into 
the recorder’s PHONE jack. This automat- 
ically disconnects the recorder’s internal 
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speaker. Your local RadloShack store 
has a wide selection of earphones. 





Listening Safeiy 

To protect your hearing, follow these 
guidelines when you use earphones. 

* Set the volume to the lowest setting 
before you begin listening. After you 
begin listening, adjust the volume to 
a comfortable level.

TURNING THE RECORDER 
ON/OFF 

Note: The recorder is not preset to 
use voice-activated recording (see 
“Voice Activated (VOX) Recording” on 
Page 1 6). The recorder is preset to select 
Folder A (see “Selecting a Folder” on 
Page 15). 





To turn on the recorder, slide ON/OFF to 
ON. Slide ON/OFF to OFF to turn the re- 
corder off. 
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RECORDING MESSAGES 

You can record using the VOX feature 
(see “Voice Activated (VOX) Recording” 
on Page 16), or you can manually record 
using RECORD/STOP (see “Manual Re- 
cording” on Page 17). 

Selecting a Folder 

The recorder has two memory storage ar- 
eas: Folder A and Folder B. You can 
store up to 16 minutes of recording in 
each folder. The recorder is preset to se- 
lect Folder A. 




Operation 
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Follow these steps to select a folder. 

1. Repeatedly press MODE until FILE 
appears. 

2. Repeatedly press SEARCH t or 
SEARCH } to select the desired 
folder (A or B). 

3. Press MODE. 

Voice Activated (VOX) 
Recording 

To set the recorder to automatically start 
and stop recording based on sound it de- 
tects, press MODE, repeatedly press 
SEARCH i or SEARCH } until ON ap- 
pears, then press MODE. To turn off VOX 
recording, press MODE, repeatedly press 
SEARCH f or I until OFF appears, then 
press MODE. 
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Note: The built-in automatic level control 
(ALC) automatically sets the recording 
level once recording starts. 

Manual Recording 

To record manually, select the folder you 
want to use (see “Selecting a Folder” on 
Page 15) then press RECORD/STOP. The 
recorder sounds a tone. When you hear 
the tone, speak into the built-in micro- 
phone. 

As you record, REC flashes and the cur- 
rent message number appears. The Sec 
digit counts upward as recording contin- 
ues. 

Notes: 

• When you begin recording in the 
folder you selected, the recorder 
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assigns a number to your recording 
and dispiays the number on the dis- 
piay. The count starts at 1 . Each time 
you end a message and start a new 
one, the count increases, up to 99. 

• The buiit-in audio ievei controi auto- 
maticaily sets the recording ievei. 

To record another message, press 
RECORD/STOP. The message number in- 
creases by one and the new message is 
saved after any messages you have ai- 
ready recorded. 

To stop manuai recording, press 

RECORD/STOP. 


Recording Distance 

For normai voice ieveis, piace the record- 
er 5 to 9 inches (13 to 23 cm) from the 
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audio source (person speaking, for ex- 
ampie). To find the optimum distance be- 
tween the recording source and the 
recorder, experiment with various dis- 
tances. 

PLAYING BACK MESSAGES 

Your recorder has severai options for 
piaying back your messages. You can 
piay the most recent message and go di- 
rectiy from piayback to recording. You 
can aiso fast-forward through messages 
or skip backward or forward to the de- 
sired message. 

To play back a message you recorded, 
press PLAY/STOP. The recorder beeps 
once, piays back the most recent mes- 
sage, then beeps again. 
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During playback, PLAY flashes and the 
time remaining in the current message 
counts down. 

To go directly from playback to recording, 
press RECORD/STOP while playing back 
a message. The recorder stops playback 
and starts recording. The new message 
is appended to the end of all previously 
recorded messages. 

Fast Forward/Rewind 

During playback, press SEARCH i to play 
forward or SEARCH ^ to play backward 
quickly. Press SEARCH i or SEARCH T 
again to resume normal speed. 
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Skipping Messages 

If you are not playing a message, you can 
skip forward or backward to find a specif- 
ic message number. 

To skip the current message and go to 
the previous message, press PLAY/STOP 
(if you are playing back a message), 
press SEARCH i or SEARCH then 
press PLAY/STOP. The recorder beeps 
and the message number changes. 

To skip the current message and go to 
the next message, press PLAY/STOP (if 
you are playing back a message), press 
SEARCH i or SEARCH then press 
PLAY/STOP. The recorder beeps and the 
message number changes. 

Note: If you do not press PLAY/STOP to 
stop playback, the recorder automatical- 
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ly plays back all messages after the one 
you select. 



USING INTRO SCAN 

Follow these steps to set the reeorder to 
play the first 5 seconds of eaoh message. 

1. If you are playing baek a message, 
press PLAY/STOP. 

2. Press MODE twice, repeatedly press 
SEARCH i or SEARCH » until ON 
appears, then press MODE. 

3. Press PLAY. The recorder plays the 
first 5 seeonds of eaoh message, 
starting from the eurrent message to 
the last message. 
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LOCKING A MESSAGE 

You can lock and unlock any stored mes- 
sages. Follow these steps to lock a mes- 
sage so the recorder will not accidentally 
erase it. 



1 . If you are playing back a message, 
press PLAY/STOP. 

2. Select the message you want to lock 
(see “Skipping Messages” on 
Page 21). 

3. Repeatedly press MODE until fi 
appears. 

4. Repeatedly press SEARCH i or 
SEARCH T until ON appears. The 
recorder locks the message you 
selected. 
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5. Repeat Steps 1-4 for each message 
you want to lock. 

6. To unlock a message, repeat Steps 
1-3, repeatedly press SEARCH i or 
SEARCH f until OFF appears, then 
press MODE. The recorder unlocks 
the message you selected. 



ERASING MESSAGES 

You can erase an Individual message or 
all the messages in a folder. 

Erasing a Single Message 

1. Select the message you want to 
erase (see “Skipping Messages” on 
Page 21). 

2. Hold down ERASE for about 1 sec- 
ond. The erase Icon flashes. 
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3. Press ERASE. The recorder beeps 
and erases the message, renumber- 
ing the remaining messages. 

Erasing All Messages in a 
Folder 

1. Select the folder that contains the 
messages you want to erase (see 
“Selecting a Folder” on Page 15). 

2. Hold down ERASE for about 3 sec- 
onds. The erase icon flashes and 
ALL appears. 

3. Press ERASE again. The recorder 
beeps and erases all messages In 
the folder you selected (except any 
message you locked).

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RESETTING THE 
RECORDER 

If your recorder is exposed to a strong 
static electricai charge, the recorder 
might iock up or the dispiay might dim. 
This rareiy happens, but if it does, reset 
the recorder by pressing the reset button 
inside the battery compartment. Aii set- 
tings return to the preset vaiues. 



Note: Resetting the recorder does not 
erase any messages you stored. 
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REFORMATTING THE 
RECORDER 

After a prolonged period of usage, you 
might not be able to use all of your re- 
corder’s recording time. If this happens, 
reformat the recorder by holding down 
ERASE and MODE then pressing RESET. 

Caution: Reformatting the recorder eras- 
es all messages stored in the recorder.

• Keep the recorder dry. If it gets wet, 
wipe it dry immediately.
